COUNTY HIT BY 
STATE. PRINTING, 


A radical change in the policy of 
state printing department, 
effective by the last legis- 
lature, will add several thousand 
dollars annually to the expendi- | 
tures of San Bernardino county, | 
according to County Recorder Ful- 
ton G. Feraud. The new law be- 
came effective on July 29. 

In the past, it has been the prac- 
tice of the state printer to fur- 
nish all forms in the recorder’s 
office, as well as in other county 
offices. However, in the future 
the recorder’s office will furnish 
its 6wn forms and the costs will 
have to be absorbed by the Sonn: 
ty. 

In the passage of the law fore- 
ing recorder to purchase his own 
forms, which for many years have 
been furnished without cost by the 
state, county officials today are 
anticipating a revision in all 
county departments in regard to 
the purchase of forms, it is said. 

The office of the county clerk; 
uses as many different kind of} 
forms as any other office in the 
county administration. To force 
the clerk’s office to furnish its 
own forms would cost the coun- 
ty approximately $5,000 each year, 
it is believed. At the present the 
clerk is using approximately 201 
kinds of blank forms. | 

An effort is being made, how- | 
ever, not only by the county re-| 
corders throughout the state, but 
also by the other county officials 
keep the printing of all forms in 
the hands of the state printer. 

However, in compensation for 
the expense attached to the print- 
ing of the recorder’s forms, the 
state has amended the free law 
making it necessary for the recor- 
der to collect a 75 cent charge for 
the filing of all conditional sales, 
leases and contracts to sell live-
